SENATE AMENDMENT 1,
TO 2007 SENATE BILL 283

January 11, 2008 - Offered by COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC HEALTH, SENIOR ISSUES, LONG
TERM CARE AND PRIVACY.

At the locations indicated, amend the bill as follows:
1. Page 2, line 6: before “nursing” insert “or”.

2. Page 2, line 6: delete the material beginning with , or hospice” and ending
with “50.90 (1),” on line 7.

3. Page 2, line 8: after “dementia” insert  including standards for staff
training and staffing levels and standards for security at the adult family home,
residential care apartment complex, community-based residential facility, or
nursing home”.

4. Page 2, line 13: delete “nursing homes, and” and substitute “and nursing

homes”.

9. Page 2, line 14: delete “hospices”.
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6. Page 2, line 16: delete “nursing homes, and” and substitute “and nursing

homes”.
7. Page 2, line 17: delete “hospices”.

8. Page 4, line 12: after that line insert:

“SECTION 9c¢. 50.095 (title) of the statutes is amended to read:

50.095 (title) Resident’s right to know; nursing home facility reports.

SEcTION 9f. 50.095 (1) of the statutes is renumbered 50.095 (1r) and amended
to read:

50.095 (1r) Every resident in or prospective resident of a nursing home facility
has the right to know certain information from the nursing -home facility which
would aid an individual in assessing the quality of care provided by -anursing home
the facility.

SECTION 9i. 50.095 (1g) of the statutes is created to read:

50.095 (1g) In this section:

(a) “Adult family home” means an adult family home under s. 50.01 (1) (b).

(b) “Facility” means an adult family home, a community-based residential
facility, a nursing home, or a residential care apartment complex.

SECTION 9L. 50.095 (2) of the statutes is amended to read:

50.095 (2) The department may request from a nursing -home facility
information necessary for preparation of a report under sub. (3) or (3g), and the
nursing home facility, if so requested, shall provide the information.

SECTION 90. 50.095 (3) (d) of the statutes is created to read:

50.095 (3) (d) If the nursing home holds itself out as providing special services

for persons with Alzheimer’s disease or related dementia, a description of how the
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nursing home satisfies the standards promulgated by rule under s. 50.02 (6) for the
care and treatment of persons with Alzheimer’s disease or related dementia.

SECTION 9r. 50.095 (3g) of the statutes is created to read:

50.095 (3g) By dJuly 1 of each year, the department shall provide each adult
family home, community-based residential facility, and residential care apartment
complex and the office of the long-term care ombudsman with a report that includes
the following information:

(a) Any violations of statutes or rules that the adult family home, community
based-residential facility, or residential care apartment complex and all other
similar facilities in the same geographical area, as determined by the department,
committed in the previous year.

(b) If the adult family home, community based-residential facility, or
residential care apartment complex holds itself out as providing special services for
persons with Alzheimer’s disease or related dementia, a description of how the
facility satisfies the standards promulgated by rule under s. 50.02 (6) for the care and
treatment of persons with Alzheimer’s disease or related dementia.

SECTION 9u. 50.095 (3m) of the statutes is amended to read:

50.095 (3m) The department shall prepare a simplified summary of the

information required under sub. (3) (am)-to-(e) for each nursing home and shall

prepare a summary of the information required under sub. (3g) for each adult family

home, community-based residential facility, and residential care apartment

complex, as specified by rule by the department. The Each summary shall be on one
sheet of paper and shall be in language that is easily understood by laypersons. The

summary summaries for nursing homes and community based-residential facilities

shall state that a complete copy of the most recent report of inspection of the nursing
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home or community-based residential facility is available from the department,
upon request, for a minimal fee.

SECTION 9y. 50.095 (4) of the statutes is amended to read:

50.095 (4) Upon receipt of a report under sub. (3),the nursing home or (3g), a

facility shall make the report available to any person requesting the report. Upon
receipt of a summary under sub. (3m), the nursing heme a facility shall provide a copy
of the summary to every resident of the nursing home facility and his or her
guardian, if any, to every prospective resident of the nursing heme facility, if any, and
to every person who accompanies a prospective resident or acts as the prospective

resident’s representative, as defined in s. 655.001 (12), if any.”.
9. Page 4, line 13: delete the material beginning with that line and ending with
page 5, line 3.
